You pity me ; but it is not always that my tears are 
of fo gentle a kind; the images her fpeech recalled 
foftened my feelings into forrow; but I am not wor- 
thy of them.—Hear the confefhion of my remorfe. 

The anxiety of my Emilia was at laft difftpated 
by her fafe delivery of a boy ; and on this obje& of 
anew kind of tendernefs, we gazed with inexprefli- 
ble delight.
